Revise,I Statutes of 
Missouri, 1909, provides that such em­ 
ployes shall be entitled to four hours 
on election day, and that he shall not 
be liable to any penalty for taking 
such hours, and any com pany refus­ 
ing to give him tim** m ay be fined not 
to exceed’ $200. 
There have been a number of com­ 
plaints of violation of this statute in 
past elections, especially in the larger 
cities of the state.

I believe there should be 
such reformation in court procedure 
as will enable those who are forced 
to go into court for redress of their 
grievances to secure speedy and fair 
trial. 
While I recognize that this is 
a question to be worked out largely 
by Lawyers and judges, I want to say 
that I will do all in my power to en­ 
able them to bring about necessary 
reforms in the general code of civil 
procedure.

The legislature makes it ap­ 
propriations regardless of the state’s 
receipts. 
Should I be elected gover­ 
nor I would approach a budget sys­ 
tem as nearly as possible by submit­ 
ting to the appropriation committee 
an estimate of receipts prepared In­ 
state officials and 
indicating 
where 
the revenues should be expended. 
In 
this way I believe the people will se­ 
cure the maximum amount of service 
for the minimum expenditure. 
I shall organize every department 
and institution of the state over which 
the governor has control on strictly 
business and efficiency lines. I would 
plug up all holes and stop all waste. 
And if it is found that the increasing 
demands of government, as required 
by the people, necessitates additional 
revenue, ten I shall favor the usual 
democratic doctrine of 
taxation 
by 
placing the burden on shoulders w here 
it can be most easily borne. 
I have thus endeavored, in so far 
as time would permit, to express my 
views and my plans relative to state 
affairs. 
I said a while agoAhat I was proud 
to

Missouri democrat. 
I am 
prouder still to be a national democrat. 
If at the close of this campaign I can 
feel that I have said anything or done 
anvthing to aid the candidacy of Pres­ 
ident Woodrow Wilson, it will be the 
proudest memory of rn J life.
